Some  major  events  in  the  Association  -  1997-98:

....Quarterly  Executive  Board  meetings  were  held.  Ministers  Fellowship  meetings  were 
held  each  month  and  a  Ministers/Spouses  "Holiday  Celebration'1  was  held  in  January. 
....The  Association  hosted  one  of  five  Regional  Church  Administration  Conferences 
being  held  across  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  a  regional  VBS  Training  Clinic 
sponsored  by  the  BSC  in  March. 

....We  formed  an  AD-HOC  committee  to  study  the  possibility  of  employing  a 
coordinator  of  International  Ministries  for  the  Association. 
....Again  this  year,  we  hosted  thirteen  children  from  Belarus  during  the  summer. 
....Sponsored  the  NC  Baptist  Men's  Medical/Dental  bus  in  July.  The  Clinic  was  held  on 
the  parking  lot  at  Newton,  First.  Dentist  of  the  area  and  other  assistants  gave  of  their 
services  to  this  clinic. 

....The  Disaster  Relief/Handy  Man  trailer  ministry  sponsored  by  the  Brotherhood 
Council  has  been  active  this  year. 

. . .  .Bibles  were  distributed  to  children  in  the  County  Schools  for  the  second  year. 
....Financial  contributions  from  the  churches  have  reached  an  all-time  high  thus  enabling 
the  Association  to  budget  more  funds  to  carry  on  the  work  here. 

...V.H.  White  who  served  as  Chairman  of  Enrollment  for  the  Annual  Session  during  the 
first  Thirty  years  died  this  year. 

. . .  .Rev.  Fred  Thompson  retired  this  year  as  pastor  of  Calvary  Church,  Newton  after 
serving  35  years. 

....Rev.  Dale  Steele  retired  from  Penelope  Baptist  in  May  after  serving  as  pastor  for  71/2 
years. 

....Rev.  Bobby  Langston  retired  from  Oxford  Baptist  as  pastor,  January,  after  serving  for 
28  years. 

....For  information  on  activities  by  the  five  program  organizations  and  the  various 
committees,  please  see  their  reports  as  contained  in  this  issue. 

Some  major  activities  reported  by  the  Churches 

Hickory  First  is  in  the  midst  of  a  building  program  including  education,  administration, 
library,  child  care,  kitchen,  two  elevators,  etc.  The  dining  Hall  is  being  renovated.  This 
church  has  held  a  series  of  Grief  Workshops  led  by  Pastor  Bill  Leathers.  Churches  of  the 
community  were  invited  to  participate. 

Highland  continued  their  "Hickory,  We  Love  You!"  project  by  inviting  the  people  of 

Hickory  to  have  Thanksgiving  dinner  with  them. 

Lakeview  held  a  "Heritage  Day  Celebration"  on  their  36th  Anniversary. 

Oxford  paid  off  their  $80,000  church  debt  and  celebrated  with  a  note-burning  service. 

Penelope  renovated  their  office  area  and  installed  an  elevator. 

Sandy  Ridge  held  a  note-burning  service  after  retiring  their  debt. 
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Springs  Road  purchased  an  Allen  organ. 

Viewmont  dedicated  their  newly  renovated  education  unit,  hosted  by  a  Brazilian 
Youth  Choir,  and  set  up  a  "Snow  Patrol'1  (16  brave  members  with  4  wheel  drive 
vehicles)  to  serve  as  runners  during  extended  bad  weather. 
Warlick's  constructed  a  new  Christian  Life  Center  to  be  used  as  a  fellowship 
hall  and  gymnasium.  Seven  new  Sunday  School  rooms  have  also  been  added. 
West  Hickory  is  making  plans  for  extensive  kitchen  renovation.  They  have 
purchased  new  choir  robes. 

Woodlawn  constructed  a  new  Christian  Life  Center.  Their  organist,  Sybil 
Stewart,  retired  after  35  years  service.  They  have  also  started  a  Spanish- 
speaking  ministry. 

Several  Churches  have  had  volunteers  to  work  with  Habitat  in  building 
homes  and  have  established  "Handy  Man"  ministries  to  assist  the  elderly  and 
others  in  need  of  their  services.

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Treasurer  Report:  Treasurer,  Sue  Laxton  thanked  the  churches  for  their 
support  in  helping  the  Association  to  meet  its  budget  and  to  excel  in  many  areas. 
Sue,  pointed  out  that  all  the  missions  of  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association 
had  repaid  their  outstanding  loans.  That  the  $5,000  the  Association  had 
borrowed  from  the  Mission  Fund  to  pay  for  the  installation  of  a  new  heating  and 
air  conditioning  unit  had  been  repaid  from  the  surplus  funds  in  the  Associations 
account  and  that  the  $20,000  designated  for  "New  Missions"  was  now  repaid  in 
full. 

Sue  presented  the  motion  to  adopt  the  Treasurer's  report.  Second  by 
George  Hemphill.  Motion  passed.  Treasurer  Report  may  be  found  on  pages  1 1, 
12,  13,  &  14  of  the  Book  of  Reports. 

Finance  Committee:  Pat  Pearce,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee 
presented  the  1998-99  Proposed  Budget."  Pat  commented  on  the  ten  year 
summary  of  giving  by  the  churches  on  page  10  of  the  Book  of  Reports  and 
pointed  out  a  correction  that  needed  to  be  made  on  the  proposed  budget  on  page 
16.  The  salary  for  the  Director  of  Missions  should  read  in  the  1998-99  budget 
$25,490.00  and  not  $25,940.00  as  printed  by  mistake. 

Pat  moved  that  the  1998-99  budget  be  approved  with  the  corrected  change. 
Motion  passed.  Finance  Committee  Report  may  be  found  on  page  10  and  pages 
15,  16,  &  17  of  the  Book  of  Reports. 

Missions  Development  Committee:  Tom  Baker,  Chairman  of  the  Missions 
Development  Committee,  stated  that  mission  groups  from  other  churches  would 
be  asked  next  year  to  help  with  mission  work  among  the  Internationals  in  our 
area  during  the  summer  of  1999. 

Tom  pointed  out  that  a  correction  needed  to  be  made  to  the  Missions 
Development  Committee  report  on  page  26.

Mars  Hill  College:  Chip  Hood,  representative  for  Church  Relations,  pointed 
out  that  Mars  Hill  was  growing,  not  just  in  numbers  but  in  the  spiritual  life 
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through  the  Baptist  Student  Union  and  Journey  Teams  who  ministry  in  area 
churches  with  youth  groups  upon  request.  He  encouraged  churches  to 
encourage  their  youth  to  attend  Mars  Hill  College. 

North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation:  Mary  Ann  Sides,  representative  for  the 
NC  Baptist  Foundation  stated  that  the  Baptist  foundation  was  the  oldest  trust 
agency  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  being  organized  in  1 920  and  fully  staffed 
in  1960.  The  Foundation  manages  $7,800,000  dollars  for  individuals  and 
churches  in  providing  scholarships,  trusts,  and  ways  to  further  the  Gospel  of 
Christ. 

Campbell  University:  Glenn  Ramsey,  representative  for  Campbell  University 
Board  of  Ministers,  reported  that  Campbell  was  growing  and  its  ministry 
expanding. 

Afternoon  session  was  closed  by  Ed  Yount  and  prayer  offered  for  the 
evening  meal. 

Evening  Session 

Welcome  from  the  host  church  to  all  messengers  and  guests  was  extended 
by  Ben  Rowe,  Pastor  of  Lakeview  Baptist  Church. 

Memorial  prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Homer  Greene. 

Associational  Clerk,  Ronald  Arndt,  Pastor  of  Hildebran  FBC  reported  that 
there  were  twenty-five  churches  represented  with  121  messengers  and  55  guests. 

Associational  Clerk,  Ronald  Arndt,  presented  the  following  motion  from  the 
Executive  Board:  The  Executive  Board  of  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist 
Association  meeting  on  September  15,  1998,  presents  the  motion  that  Mack 
Mathis,  Pastor  of  Highland  Baptist  Church  be  elected  as  Moderator.  Motion 
passed. 

Associational  Clerk,  Ronald  Arndt,  presented  the  following  motion  from  the 
Executive  Board:  The  Executive  Board  of  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist 
Association  meeting  on  September  15,  1998,  presents  the  motion  that  Arthur 
Yount,  Pastor  of  Springs  Road  Baptist  Church  be  elected  as  Vice-Moderator. 
Motion  passed. 

Miscellaneous  Business: 

The  International  Ministries  Committee,  Co-Chairman,  Jim  Davidson,  spoke 
of  the  many  internationals  in  our  Associational  area  and  our  need  to  reach  them 
with  the  Gospel.  Jim  pointed  out  that  the  mission  field  was  now  at  our  doorstep. 

Jim  presented  the  motion  from  the  International  Ministries  Committee:  that 
the  Messengers  of  the  43rd  annual  meeting  of  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist 
Association  continue  their  efforts  in  enlisting  the  support  of  churches  for  a 
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coordinator  of  International  and  Local  Ministries,  and  that  we  authorize  the 
Personnel  Committee  to  precede  with  the  drafting  of  a  job  description  for  this 
position  and  that  they  and  the  Director  of  Missions  begin  the  search  process  to 
secure  a  coordinator.  Second  by  Bobby  Earls.  Motion  passed. 

Following  the  vote,  Jim  Davidson  stressed  that  the  job  description  and  salary 
would  be  brought  to  the  Executive  Board  for  their  approval  and  that  churches 
who  have  expressed  an  interest  in  this  position  would  be  contacted  to  reaffirm 
their  interest. 

Gordon  Benton,  Pastor  of  Mountain  Grove  Baptist  Church  shared  regarding 
the  "Marriage  Covenant  Relationship"  and  encouraged  all  pastors  to  sign  the 
Covenant  and  make  a  greater  effort  in  marriage  counseling  prior  to  performing 
the  marriage  ceremony.  Gordon  stated  that  Hickory,  in  1992  had  a  divorce  rate 
of  66%  and  in  1998  had  a  divorce  rate  of  78%. 

The  annual  Pastoral  Message,  was  presented  by  Bobby  Earls,  Pastor  of  Icard 
FBC.  Scripture  was  Psalm  142:1-4  and  the  message  theme  was  "No  One  Cares 
For  My  Soul." 

The  introduction  of  new  officers  was  presented  by  Ed  Yount. 

Benediction  by  Mack  Mathis,  new  elected  Moderator. 

Adjournment  of  the  43rd  session  of  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association 
was  by  Moderator,  Ed  Yount. 

(Special  music  was  provided  by  Steve  Shumaker  of  Lakeview  BC  and  the 
Celebration  singers  of  Icard  FBC  ).

CONSTITUTION 

Adopted  October  25,  1956 

Revised:       October  16,  1961;  October  24,  1962;  October  24,  1963;  October  24,  1968;

October  18,  1993;  October  16,  1995. 

ARTICLE  I.  NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association, 
Incorporated. 

ARTICLE  II.  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Theron  Rankin  Baptist  Association  shall  be  to  nurture 
fellowship  and  harmony  among  the  member  churches,  to  assist  them  in  achieving  their 
purpose,  and  to  engage  in  direct  cooperative  mission  activities. 

ARTICLE  III.  ARTICLES  OF  FAITH 

The  Articles  of  Faith  of  this  Association,  which  shall  be  the  basis  of  fellowship 
and  cooperation,  are  those  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  May  9,  1963 

ARTICLE  IV.  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  Baptist  Churches  which  are 
members  of  the  present  Association. 

Section  2.  The  Association  shall  receive  into  its  fellowship  and  programs  such 
other  Baptist  Churches  as  adhere  to  the  teachings  of  the  Bible  as  expressed  in  the  Articles 
of  Faith  of  the  Association,  subscribe  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Association 
and  support  the  Southern  Baptist  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Missions  program. 

Section  3.  The  Association  shall  withdraw  fellowship  from  member  churches 
upon  the:r  continual  refusal  to  cooperate  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  objectives  of  the 
Association. 
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ARTICLE  V.  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  Annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  on  the  third 
Sunday  and  following  Monday  in  October  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the  business  of 
the  Association  and  for  the  inspiration  of  member  churches  in  the  support  of  the  causes  of 
missions. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  called  by  the  Executive 
Board.  Special  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  may  be  called  upon  request  of  any 
officers  or  committee  of  the  Association,  or  upon  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  Executive  Board,  or  like  number  of  messengers  to  the  past  regular  Associational 
meeting,  provided  that  the  intended  purpose  of  the  special  business  be  stated  in  the 
announcements  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  member  churches. 

Section  3.  Meetings  of  Associational  organizations,  such  as,  Sunday  School, 
Discipleship  Training,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  and  Brotherhood,  shall  be  held 
during  the  Associational  year  under  the  leadership  of  the  Association  officers  and 
Directors.  The  purpose  of  these  meetings  shall  be  the  promotion  of  the  missionary 
enterprise  through  the  work  of  the  individual  organizations. 

ARTICLE  VI.  OFFICERS 

The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Director  of  Missions,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian,  Sunday  School  Director,  Discipleship 
Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  Director, 
Evangelism  Director,  Stewardship  Director,  Pastoral  Ministries  Director,  Director  of 
Music,  Youth  Director  and  Parliamentarian. 

ARTICLE  VII.  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

The  work  of  the  Association  shall  be  conducted  between  Annual  Meetings  by 
the  Executive  Board. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Association  shall  be  as  follows:  Nominating, 
Program,  Church  Advisory,  Missions  Development,  Finance,  Christian  Life,  Evangelism, 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  Personnel. 

ARTICLE  IX.  AMENDMENTS 

The  Constitution  may  be  amended  during  the  Annual  Meeting  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  messengers  present  provided  that  such  an  amendment,  alteration  or  repeal 
shall  have  been  presented  to  the  churches  in  writing  at  least  ninety  days  preceding  the 
next  Annual  Meeting. 
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BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE  I.  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  A  church  desiring  membership  in  the  Association  shall  apply  using 
forms  provided  by  the  Association.  The  Church  Advisory  Committee  shall  review  such 
application  and  advise  the  Executive  Board  of  their  recommendation.  Upon  approval  by 
the  Executive  Board,  an  applicant  church  shall  be  received  into  the  watchcare  of  the 
Association  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  year  from  the  time  of  such  approval. 

Section  2.  After  an  applicant  church  has  completed  one  year  of  watchcare,  the 
Church  Advisory  Committee  shall  recommend  to  the  Executive  Board  whether  to  receive 
the  church  into  membership,  continue  the  watchcare  for  an  additional  year,  or  deny  the 
request. 

Section  3.  During  the  period  of  watchcare,  the  applicant  church  shall  provide 
all  information  requested  by  the  Church  Advisory  Committee,  and  shall  elect 
representatives  to  attend  meetings  of  the  Association  and  of  the  Executive  Board.  No 
member  of  an  applicant  church  may  vote  or  hold  office  in  any  meeting  or  organization  of 
the  Association. 

Section  4.  The  Executive  Board  shall  recommend  a  church  whose  application 
has  been  approved  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Association.  Membership  shall  be 
granted  upon  two-thirds  of  messengers  voting,  and  shall  be  effective  immediately. 

Section  5.  Any  church  desiring  to  establish  a  mission  within  the  field  served 
by  the  Association  shall  do  so  in  cooperation  with  the  Missions  Development  Committee. 
Mission  churches  shall  be  represented  in  the  Executive  Board  and  Associational  meetings 
by  the  sponsoring  church.  When  a  mission  church  is  duly  constituted,  membership  in  this 
Association  may  be  requested. 

Section  6.  If  a  member  church  should  divide,  the  group  leaving  the  established 
church  shall  forfeit  all  rights  and  privileges  of  membership  within  this  Association,  and 
any  office  or  position  held  within  the  Association  or  its  organizations. 

Section  7.  Member  churches  shall  provide  information  each  year  on  Forms 
provided  by  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  II.  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  The  Annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  on  the  third 
Sunday  and  following  Monday  in  October  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the  business  of 
the  Association  and  for  the  inspiration  of  member  churches  in  the  support  of  the  causes  of 
missions. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  called  by  the  Executive 
Board  as  needed.  Such  special  meetings  shall  be  scheduled  and  publicized  by  the 
leadership  of  the  Association.  The  intended  purpose  of  the  special  meeting(s)  must  be 
stated  in  the  announcements  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  member  churches. 

Section  3.  The  Associational  year  shall  begin  on  October  1  of  each  year  and 
shall  close  on  September  30  of  the  following  year. 

Section  4.  Reports  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  with  the 
exception  of  the  report  of  the  Executive  Board,  shall  be  limited  to  three  hundred  words. 

Section  5.  Parliamentary  procedure  of  all  meetings  of  the  Association  and  its 
Executive  Committee  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  latest 
revision. 
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Section  6.  Business  sessions  of  the  Association  shall  be  composed  of  both:  (a) 
messengers  from  the  member  churches.  Each  member  church  shall  send  three 
messengers  for  the  first  100  church  members.  The  number  of  messengers  from  a  member 
church  shall  not  exceed  ten,  and  (b)  members  of  the  Associational  Executive  Board. 

ARTICLE  III.  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

Section  1.  Membership.  The  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the 
pastor  and  two  lay  persons  from  each  of  the  member  churches  of  the  Theron  Rankin 
Baptist  Association  plus  the  officers  of  the  Association.  These  persons  shall  constitute  the 
voting  members  of  the  Executive  Board. 

Section  2.  Meetings.  The  Executive  Board  shall  meet  at  least  once  quarterly 
on  Tuesday  following  the  third  Sunday  of  the  following  months:  February,  May, 
September  and  November.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  as  specified  in  the 
Constitution. 

Section  3.  Quorum.  A  quorum  of  the  Executive  Board  will  consist  of 
representatives  from  one-third  of  member  churches.  A  representative  is  defined  as  a 
member  of  an  Associational  church  who  is  a  duly  elected  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Section  4.  Recommendations.  Recommendations  from  the  Executive  Board 
will  be  made  to  the  Association  in  the  October  meeting  or  a  special  called  meeting  of  the 
Association. 

Section  5.  Authority.  The  Executive  Board  shall  have  the  authority  to 
conduct  the  business  of  the  Association  between  annual  sessions  but  shall  not  have  the 
authority  to  override  the  decisions  of  the  Association  made  in  the  annual  sessions. 

The  Executive  Board  is  empowered  to  elect  such  temporary  committees  as 
needed  to  perform  its  responsibilities. 

The  Executive  Board  shall  nominate,  in  the  September  meeting,  nominees  to 
serve  as  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator.  These  nominations  shall  be  presented  by  the 
Clerk  to  the  October  meeting. 

When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  position  of  the  Director  of  Missions,  the 
Executive  Board  will  request  that  the  Nominating  Committee  recommend  to  the 
Executive  Board  a  Search  Committee  to  fill  this  vacant  position. 

ARTICLE  IV.  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

Section  1.  The  Associational  Council  shall  include  the  Director  of  Missions, 
the  Moderator,  the  Vice-Moderator,  the  Clerk,  the  Sunday  School  Director,  the  W.M.U. 
Director,  the  Brotherhood  Director,  the  Music  Director,  the  Missions  Development 
Director,  the  Stewardship  Director,  the  Youth  Director,  the  Discipleship  Training 
Director,  the  Pastoral  Ministries  Director,  the  Chair  of  the  Personnel  Committee,  the 
Seminary  Extension  Director,  the  chair  of  the  committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
and  the  Chair  of  the  Christian  Life  Committee. 

The  Associational  Council  shall  plan  a  Calendar  of  Associational  activities  and 
foster  communication  among  Associational  Officers,  Chairpersons  and  Directors  of 
organizations  and  ministries.  The  Council  shall  study  the  needs  of  the  Association,  its 
churches  and  its  people,  proposing  long-term  and  short-term  goals  for  meeting  these 
needs,  developing  plans  for  attaining  these  goals,  and  reviewing  and  evaluating  progress 
toward  attaining  these  goals. 
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ARTICLE  V.  ELECTION  AND  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  All  Officers  of  the  Association  except  the  Director  of  Missions  shall 
be  elected  by  majority  vote.  The  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator  shall  be  nominated  by 
the  Executive  Board  in  the  September  meeting.  These  nominations  shall  be  placed  before 
the  October  Annual  Meeting  by  the  Clerk.  Other  nominations  may  be  made  from  the 
floor  with  the  prior  consent  of  the  nominee.  Other  officers,  except  the  Director  of 
Missions,  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee.  Nominations  by  the 
Nominating  Committee,  however,  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor.  No 
Officer,  Director  of  Chairperson  may  serve  more  than  five  consecutive  one-year  terms. 
Other  term  limitations  are  indicated  in  the  appropriate  by-law.  Term  limitations  do  not 
apply  to  the  Director  of  Missions.  All  officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of  the 
Annual  Meeting.  Vacancies  occurring  between  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Executive  Board  upon  nomination  from  the  Nominating  committee. 
However,  vacancies  occurring  in  the  office  of  Moderator  or  Vice-Moderator  between 
meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Board  without  nominations 
from  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Moderator  shall  be  a  person  of  outstanding  spiritual  maturity 
and  commitment,  cooperative  with  and  supportive  of  the  work  of  the  Baptist  State 
convention  of  North  Carolina,  The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the  Association.  The 
Moderator  shall  support,  promote  and  give  leadership  to  the  ministries  of  the  Association, 
shall  preside  over  the  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Association  and  all  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Board,  and  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees.  The  Moderator 
shall  report  on  the  work  of  the  Executive  Board  to  the  October  meeting.  This  report  shall 
be  included  in  the  Book  of  Reports.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  the  Parliamentarian 
and,  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Missions  and  the  Vice-Moderator,  a  committee 
of  three  persons  from  the  Executive  Board  who  shall  recommend  to  the  September 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  a  chairperson  and  five  other  members  to  serve  as  the 
Nominating  Committee  of  the  Association.  The  Moderator  shall  not  be  eligible  for 
election  to  more  than  two  successive  terms. 

Section  3.  The  Vice-Moderator,  who  shall  be  a  person  of  outstanding  spiritual 
maturity  and  commitment,  cooperative  and  supportive  of  the  work  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina,  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  the  Association, 
shall  assist  the  Moderator  in  ways  designated  by  the  Moderator,  shall  preside  in  the 
absence  of  the  Moderator,  and  shall  work  with  the  Moderator  and  the  Director  of 
Missions  in  selecting  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Director  of  Missions,  as  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  of  the 
Association,  shall  implement  policies,  procedures  and  instructions  as  stated  in  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  the  Manual  of  Policies  and  Procedures,  and  actions  taken  by 
the  Association  or  the  Executive  Board.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  work  closely 
with  the  Associational  officers,  committees  and  organizations  in  determining  the  needs  of 
the  Association,  its  member  churches,  its  people,  and  the  area  served  by  the  Association, 
and  in  developing  objectives,  procedures  and  programs  to  meet  these  needs.  The 
Director  of  Missions  shall  serve  as  counselor  and  shepherd  to  our  churches,  ministers  and 
members.  The  Director  of  Missions  is  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees.  Election 
and  term  of  service  of  Director  of  Missions  are  set  forth  in  these  By-Laws. 

Section  5.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  all  records  of  the  Association,  serving  as  Clerk 
at  all  Executive  Board  meetings  and  all  Annual  Associational  Meetings.  The  Clerk  shall 
record  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Board  and  distribute  these  minutes  at  the  next 
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Executive  Board  meeting.  The  Clerk  shall  record  the  minutes  of  the  Annual  Meetings 
and  prepare  copies  of  the  minutes  which  shall  be  distributed  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
October  Annual  Meeting.  The  Clerk  shall  distribute  report  forms  to  the  member  churches 
by  September  1  of  each  year  and  request  their  return  to  the  Associational  office  by  the 
second  week  in  October.  The  Clerk  shall  see  that  copies  of  all  Minutes  of  the  Executive 
Board  and  the  Annual  Meetings  are  properly  filed  in  the  Associational  office.  The  Clerk 
shall  present  to  the  October  Annual  Meeting  the  nominations  of  the  Executive  Board  for 
the  offices  of  Moderator  and  Vice-Moderator.  The  Clerk  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Associational  Council. 

Section  6.  The  Treasurer  and  the  Secretary  shall  sign  checks  for  the 
disbursement  of  all  funds  as  designated  by  the  Association  or  the  Executive  Board.  The 
Treasurer  shall  submit  a  written  report  quarterly  to  the  Executive  Board  and  present  a 
written  report  to  the  October  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association.  This  report  is  to  be 
included  in  the  Book  of  Reports.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  prepared  to  answer  questions  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Association  or  the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  prepare  the  books  for 
audit  by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant  who  is  not  a  member  of  a  church  in  this 
Association.  This  audit  shall  be  presented  to  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  Treasurer  shall 
serve  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Section  7.  The  Sunday  School  Director,  Discipleship  Training  Director, 
W.M.U.  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Evangelism  Director,  Stewardship  Director. 
Seminary  Extension  Director,  Youth  Ministry  Director,  Music  Director,  Media  Library 
Director,  Missions  Development  Director  and  Pastoral  Ministries  Director  shall  promote 
the  work  of  their  respective  organizations,  lead  educational  and  inspirational  meetings  of 
their  organizations  and  encourage  the  organizations  of  new  units  in  the  member  churches. 
They  shall  serve  as  members  of  the  Associational  Council. 

Section  8.  The  Director  of  Music  shall  assist  in  developing  better  music  in 
member  churches.  He  shall  be  responsible  for  the  music  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Association  and  its  Executive  Board  and  ,  as  requested,  at  other  Associational  functions, 
leading  the  music,  providing  accompaniment  and  arranging  for  special  music. 

Section  9.  The  Trustees  shall  be  the  legal  representatives  of  the  Association  in 
all  matters  relating  to  law,  sign  all  legal  documents  as  directed  by  the  Association  and/or 
the  Executive  Board.  They  shall  have  the  power  under  instructions  of  the  Association 
and/  or  the  Executive  Board,  to  hold,  buy,  sell  and  convey  property,  both  real  and 
personal,  and  to  sign  all  papers  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  conveyance.  The  Trustees 
shall  serve  as  members  of  the  Theron  Rankin  Scholarship  Foundation. 

Their  terms  of  office  shall  be  three  years,  with  one  Trustee  rotating  off  each 
year.  Trustees  may  not  serve  successive  terms. 

Section  10.  The  Historian  shall  record  as  a  part  of  the  permanent  record  of  the 
Association  those  facts  and  events  that  are  of  historical  value  to  the  Association. 

Section  11.  The  Pastoral  Ministries  Director  shall  assist  the  pastoral  ministry 
teams  of  the  member  churches,  both  personally  and  professionally,  by  planning  and/or 
conducting  educational  programs. 

Section  12.  The  parliamentarian  shall,  upon  request,  advise  the  presiding 
officer  on  any  question  of  parliamentary  procedure. 

ARTICLE  VI.  STANDING  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Association  shall  be  as  follows: 
Nominating,  Program,  Church  Advisory,  Missions  Development,  Finance,  Christian  Life, 
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Evangelism,  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  Personnel.  All  Standing  Committees  shall 
be  elected  annually  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  the  Annual  Meeting 
upon  nomination  by  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Chairpersons  and  Directors  may  not  serve  more  than  five  consecutive  one-year 
terms.  Committee  members  may  not  serve  more  than  two  consecutive  one-year  terms. 
One  year  must  elapse  between  terms  in  all  positions. 

Section  2.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairperson  and  five 
additional  members,  three  ministers  and  three  lay  persons  who  broadly  represent  the  area 
and  membership  of  the  Association,  elected  by  the  October  Annual  Meeting  upon 
nomination  by  the  Executive  Board,  acting  upon  recommendation  by  a  committee  of 
three  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  the  Director  of  Missions  and  the  Vice-Moderator. 
Other  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor  with  prior  approval  of  the  nominee(s). 
The  Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  the  officers  and  the  Standing  Committees  of 
the  Association,  with  the  exception  of  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  members  of  the 
Executive  Board  and  the  Nominating  Committee,  and  shall  suggest  two  nominees  as 
representatives  to  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina 
with  the  State  Convention  Committee  selecting  one  of  these.  No  person  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  for  more  than  one  elective  office,  except  for  the 
Search  Committee. 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  report  to  the  February  Executive  Board 
meeting  department  Directors  and  committee  Chairpersons.  Adoption  of  this  report  by 
the  Executive  Board  authorizes  the  nominee  to  seek  training  opportunities  and  plan  for 
the  coming  year. 

When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  a  position  for  which  the  Nominating  Committee 
holds  the  responsibility  of  nomination,  the  Committee  will  recommend  to  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  a  person  to  fill  the  position. 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  Executive  Board, 
recommend  a  Search  Committee  to  seek  a  Director  of  Missions.  The  Search  Committee 
shall  be  composed  of  three  lay  persons  and  three  ministers.  No  church  shall  have  two 
members  serving  on  the  Search  Committee. 

No  person  may  serve  two  consecutive  terms  on  the  Nominating  Committee. 
No  church  may  have  more  than  one  person  serving  on  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Section  3.  The  Program  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairperson  and  four 
members  with  one  member  rotating  off  each  year,  plus  the  host  pastor  or  pastors  of  the 
churches  where  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  during  that  year  and  the  Associational 
Director  of  Music  serving  ex-officio.  This  Committee  shall  recommend  to  the  Executive 
Board  the  host  churches,  speakers  and  programs  for  the  Annual  Meetings  as  far  in 
advance  as  possible. 

Section  4.  The  Church  Advisory  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  chairperson  and 
four  members,  with  two  members  rotating  off  each  year.  This  Committee  will  seek  to 
foster  fellowship,  communication  and  cooperation  among  the  member  churches  and  the 
Association.  It  shall,  in  cooperation  with  the  Director  of  Missions  and  other  officers  of 
the  Association,  work  with  churches  that  may  be  experiencing  difficulties  within  the 
fellowship  upon  the  request  of  the  church,  work  with  churches  which  may  be 
experiencing  difficulties  in  the  relationship  with  the  Association,  work  closely  with  the 
Missions  Development  Committee  when  a  church  expresses  a  desire  to  sponsor  a  mission 
church,  and  provide  application  forms  and  information  to  churches  seeking  membership 
in  the  Association,  making  appropriate  recommendations  to  the  Executive  Board. 

Section  5.  The  Missions  Development  Committee  shall  consist  of  Director, 
plus  six  members  serving  two-year  terms  with  two  members  rotating  off  each  year. 
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The  Missions  Development  Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning, 
conducting,  and  evaluating  the  Association's  mission  program.  It  shall  provide  and 
interpret  information  regarding  mission  needs  in  the  Associational  field,  shall  make 
recommendations  regarding  these  needs  to  the  churches  in  the  Association,  and  shall  train 
church  Missions  Committees  for  their  work  and  shall  assist  churches  in  doing  mission 
work. 

Section  6.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Stewardship  Director, 
who  shall  serve  as  Chairperson,  and  six  members  with  two  members  rotating  off  each 
year.  The  Associational  Treasurer  shall  serve  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  this 
Committee.  The  Committee  is  charged  with  the  promotion  of  stewardship  in  the 
Association.  It  shall  prepare  a  proposed  budget  for  the  Association  and  shall  recommend 
a  financial  plan  for  subscribing  the  budget.  The  proposed  budget  and  financial  plans  will 
be  submitted  to  the  Executive  Board  by  September  1  of  each  year.  The  Committee  shall 
meet  periodically  throughout  the  year  to  monitor  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Association  and  recommend  any  necessary  changes  or  constraints  to  the  Executive 
Board. 

The  Stewardship  Director  shall  lead  the  Association  and  its  member  churches 
in  the  development  and  implementation  of  Christian  stewardship. 

Section  7.  The  Christian  Life  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairperson  and  six 
members  with  two  rotating  off  each  year.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of  persons  who 
are  informed  and  concerned  about  critical  moral  and  social  issues.  It  shall  inform  the 
churches  of  critical  moral  and  social  issues  and  then  lead  in  Christian  action  to  meet  those 
needs. 

Section  8.  The  Evangelism  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Director  and  four 
members  with  one  rotating  off  each  year.  The  committee  shall  develop  and  promote  a 
continuing  program  of  evangelism  among  the  member  churches  by  providing  training 
and  inspirational  opportunities  for  all  interested  persons.  The  Committee  shall  also  plan 
and  promote  an  annual  evangelism  conference  for  the  Association. 

Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  shall  consist  of  a 
Chairperson  and  three  members,  with  one  member  rotating  off  each  year.  It  shall  review 
all  proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  the  Policies  and  Procedures 
Manual,  and  shall  submit  such  changes  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  which  it  deems 
pertinent  to  the  proper  functioning  of  the  Association,  its  committees  and  organizations. 
All  proposed  changes,  whether  from  individuals,  committees  or  organizations  shall  be 
submitted  to  this  Committee  not  later  than  April  of  each  year,  in  order  to  meet  deadline 
for  submitting  proposed  changes.  All  changes  proposed  by  this  Committee  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Executive  Board  members  not  less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Board. 

Section  10.  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairperson  and  six 
members  from  six  different  member  churches  with  two  members  rotating  off  each  year. 
The  Committee  is  responsible  to  the  Association  through  the  Executive  Board  for 
supervising  the  Director  of  Missions/Associational  Covenant.  The  Director  of  Missions 
is  responsible  for  supervising  the  paid  staff  of  the  Association  in  consultation  with  the 
Personnel  Committee,  according  to  the  job  descriptions.  The  Committee  shall  conduct  an 
annual  evaluation  of  the  Director  of  Missions  and  the  paid  staff,  and  shall  recommend 
whether  to  continue  employment  beyond  retirement  age.  The  Personnel  Committee  will 
develop  job  descriptions  for  paid  staff  positions  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of 
Missions,  as  need  may  arise,  making  periodic  studies  of  the  personnel  needs  of  the 
Association,  bringing  to  the  Executive  Board  recommendations  concerning  the  creation 
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of  new  staff  positions.  The  Director  of  Missions  and  the  Personnel  Committee  shall 
constitute  the  Search  Committee  for  the  securing  of  ministerial  staff.  All  job  descriptions 
and  personnel  policies  for  staff  and  ministerial  positions  will  be  recommended  to  the 
Executive  Board  for  its  approval  prior  to  implementation. 

The  Director  of  Missions,  in  consultation  with  the  Personnel  Committee,  has 
full  authority  to  employ  or  terminate  any  paid  support  staff,  including  secretary, 
groundskeeper,  and  custodian.  The  calling  or  the  termination  of  all  professional  ministers 
to  the  Association's  paid  staff  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Executive  Board,  requiring  a 
two-thirds  majority  of  the  Executive  Board. 

The  Committee  shall  recommend  annual  staff  compensation  adjustments,  in 
coordination  with  the  Director  of  Missions,  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  inclusion  in  the 
annual  proposed  budget. 

Section  11.  The  Properties  Committee  shall  consist  of  a  Chairperson  and  six 
members,  three  women  and  three  men,  with  two  members  rotating  off  each  year.  This 
Committee  shall,  in  cooperation  with  the  Director  of  Missions,  administer  the 
maintenance  of  all  Associational  property.  This  will  be  accomplished  through  submitting 
budget  requests,  maintaining  an  inventory,  and  seeing  that  proper  insurance  coverage  is 
carried. 

Section  12.  All  Officers,  Department  Directors  and  Committee  Chairs  shall 
avail  themselves  of  training  which  will  enhance  their  service,  submit  written  reports  to 
the  Executive  Board  as  needed,  and  submit  an  annual  report  which  shall  be  included  in 
the  Book  of  Reports. 

ARTICLE  VI.  CALLING  AND  TERM  OF  SERVICE  OF  DIRECTOR  OF 
MISSIONS  AND  PROFESSIONAL  STAFF 

Notice  of  a  motion  to  call  or  to  terminate  a  Director  of  Missions  or  any 
professional  minister  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Executive  Board  members  at 
least  30  days  prior  to  the  meeting  during  which  the  vote  on  such  motion  will  be  taken, 
and  shall  be  approved  by  two-thirds  of  those  voting. 

ARTICLE  VII.  AMENDMENTS 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Association  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present,  provided  that  a  minimum  of  30 
days  notice  has  been  given  to  each  of  the  member  churches.
